Our enemies are using our 
tolerance of religion to create an 
infrastructure of mosques here that 
incubate the Islamic holy war called 
jihad. 

If this is not exactly news to 
those who are aware of the best-selling 
Center for Security Policy's report 
“Shariah: The Threat to America", it will 
almost certainly come as a shock to the 
average American. Now, the 
phenomenon of our rights being used to 
pursue our destruction has been 
underlined thanks to an assiduously 
researched, peer-reviewed study 
published on June 6th by the Middle 
East Quarterly 

Entitled “Shari'a and Violence 
in American Mosques,” this paper 
describes an ominous jihadist footprint 
being put into place across the 
nation. According to the data examined 
by this study, most mosques in the 
United States are actually engaged in - 
or at least supportive of - a totalitarian, 
seditious agenda they call shariah. Its 
express purpose is undermining and 
ultimately forcibly replacing the U.S. 
government and its founding 
documents. In their place would be a 
“caliph,” governing in accordance with 
shariah’s political-military-legal code. 

To be sure, some American 
mosques are not part of the jihadist 
enterprise. And most Muslims in the 
United States, like most adherents of 
other faiths, are not regular attendees at 
their places of worship. 

Still, according to the authors - 
my colleague, David Yerushalmi, one of 
the nation’s foremost non-Muslim 
experts on the totalitarian Islamic 
doctrine known as shariah, and a highly 
respected Israeli academic and expert 


Mordechai Kedar - on-site 
investigations of a random but 
representative sample of American 
mosques in fourteen states and the 
District of Columbia produced chilling 
insights into the threat posed by many 
such institutions. 

The authors examined data 
collected by surveyors who “were asked 
to observe and record selected 
behaviors deemed to be shariah- 
adherent. These behaviors were 
selected precisely because they 
constitute observable and measurable 
practices of an orthodox form of Islam, 
as opposed to internalized, non¬ 
observable articles of faith.” Such 
behaviors included, among other readily 
discernible indicators: “a) women 
wearing the hijab (head covering) or 
niqab (full-length shift covering the 
entire female form except for the eyes); 
b) gender segregation during mosque 
prayers; and c) enforcement of straight 
prayer lines.” 

The authors evaluated support 
for jihad by considering the presence in 
mosque bookstores, libraries and 
among recommended materials 
“literature encouraging worshipers to 
engage in terrorist activity, to provide 
financial support to jihadists, and to 
promote the establishment of a 
caliphate in the United States. These 
materials also explicitly praised acts of 
terror against the West; praised symbols 
or role models of violent jihad; promoted 
the use of force, terror, war, and 
violence to implement the shariah; 
emphasized the inferiority of non-Muslim 
life; promoted hatred and intolerance 
toward non-Muslims or notional 
Muslims; and endorsed inflammatory 
materials with anti-U.S. view." 

Employing this methodology, 
Mr. Yerushalmi and Dr. Kedar found 


More than 80 percent of U.S. 
mosques advocate or otherwise 

promote violence. "Of the 100 mosques 
surveyed, 51% had texts on site rated 
as severely advocating violence; 30% 
had texts rated as moderately 

advocating violence; and 19% had no 
violent texts at all." 

* Mosques that were identifiable using 

empirical measures “as shariah- 

adherent were more likely to feature 
violence-positive texts on site than were 
their non-shariah adherent 

counterparts.” 

* "In 84.5% of the mosques, the imam 
recommended studying violence¬ 
positive texts. The leadership at shariah- 
adherent mosques was more likely to 
recommend that a worshipper study 
violence-positive texts than leadership 
at non-shariah-adherent mosques." 

* "[Ojf the 51 mosques that contained 
severe materials, 100 percent were led 
by imams who recommended that 
worshipers study texts that promote 
violence." 

* "Fifty-eight percent (58%) of the 
mosques invited guest imams known to 
promote violent jihad. The leadership of 
mosques that featured violence-positive 
literature was more likely to invite guest 
imams who were known to promote 
violent jihad than was the leadership of 
mosques that did not feature violence¬ 
positive literature on mosque premises." 
[See the website MappingSharia.com 
for more information on each of the 
books surveyed, the book's importance, 
excerpts, their availability, and even 
downloadable PDFs.] 

In short, such findings strongly 
suggest that shariah-adherence is a 
useful predictor of sympathy for - and, 
in some cases at least, action on behalf 
of - jihad, to include both the Islamists’ 
violent or stealthy forms of warfare 







aimed at supplanting the U.S. 
Constitution and government. The study 
confirms the anecdotal reports by 
Muslims themselves and earlier, less 
rigorous empirical studies of Saudi hate- 
filled literature permeating mosques in 
the United States. 

The UK government has just 
announced that, pursuant to an update 
of its counter-terrorism program known 
as “Prevent,” it now recognizes non¬ 
violent forms of Islamist extremism can 
be every bit as dangerous as the violent 
kinds. We need to do the same - 
especially since the Muslim Brotherhood 
and its fellow shariah-adherents are 
successfully using not only mosques, 
but academia, the media, financial 
institutions, political groups and 
interfaith “dialogue” to pursue their pre¬ 
valent yet seditious, and therefore anti- 
constitutional and illegal, agenda.

New Al Qaeda Video Calls 
American Muslims to Jihad 

In a new video message 
released on the internet Friday, 
American-born al Qaeda spokesman 
Adam Gadahn calls on Muslims living in 
America to carry out deadly one-man 
terrorist acts. 

The two hour video appeared 
on jihadi websites with snapshots of 
alleged underwear bomber Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab and accused Fort 
Hood shooter Major Nidal Hasan, both 
of whom are charged with carrying out 
attacks inside the U.S. 

The tape includes clips from 
videos of Osama bin Laden, Ayman al- 
Zawahiri and other al Qaeda leaders 
praising one-man attacks. "Muslims in 
the West have to remember that they 
are perfectly placed to play an important 
and decisive part in the Jihad against 
the Zionists and crusaders, and to do 
major damage to the enemies of Islam," 
says Gadahn. "This is a golden 
opportunity and a blessing." 

Gadahn suggests targeting 
major institutions — such as Exxon, 
Merrill Lynch and Bank of America -- 
and "influential public figures." He claims 
that many Western born or raised jihadis 
are now thinking about returning to their 
"Crusader" countries to "discharge their 
duty of jihad." 


Gadahn, a 32-year-old 
California native, was born Adam 
Pearlman, the grandson of a Jewish 
urologist. His parents changed their 
name to Gadahn after becoming 
fundamentalist Christians. After 
converting to Islam, Gadahn moved to 
Pakistan in 1998 and then became a 
senior commander in al Qaeda. 

Gadahn has appeared in 
numerous al Qaeda videos over the 
past seven years. In 2005, after terror 
attacks in Madrid and London, he said, 
"Yesterday, London and Madrid. 
Tomorrow, Los Angeles and Melbourne, 
God willing." He is currently considered 
al Qaeda's leading media strategist, and 
has been on the FBI's Most Wanted list 
for nearly 10 years.

Fluoride Update 

NEW YORK, June 21, 2011 
/PRNewswire-USNewswire/ — "The 
prolonged ingestion of fluoride may 
cause significant damage to health and 
particularly to the nervous system," 
concludes a review of studies by 
researchers Valdez-Jimenez, et al. 
published in Neurologia (June 2011). 

The research team reports, "It 
is important to be aware of this serious 
problem and avoid the use of toothpaste 
and items that contain fluoride, 
particularly in children as they are more 
susceptible to the toxic effects of 
fluoride." 

Valdez-Jimenez, et al. describe 
studies that show fluoride induces 
changes in the brain's physical structure 
and biochemistry which affects the 
neurological and mental development 
of individuals including cognitive 
processes, such as learning and 
memory. 

Animal studies show fluoride's 
toxic brain effects include classic brain 
abnormalities found in patients with 
Alzheimer's disease, Valdez-Jimenez's 
team reports. 

Tang et al. reported in 2008 
that "A qualitative review of the studies 
found a consistent and strong 
association between the exposure to 
fluoride and low IQ." ( Biological Trace 
Element Research) 

In 2006, the U.S. National 
Research Council's expert fluoride panel 
concluded, "Fluorides also increase the 
production of free radicals in the brain.... 
These changes have a bearing on the 
possibility that fluorides act to increase 
the risk of developing Alzheimer's 
disease." 

On April 12, 2010, Time 


magazine described fluoride as both 
"neurotoxic and potentially tumorigenic if 
swallowed." 

Vyvyan Howard, M.D., Ph.D., a 
prominent fetal toxicologist and past- 
President of the International Society of 
Doctors for the Environment, said that 
current brain/fluoride research 
convinces him that we should stop water 
fluoridation.

Welfare before the Welfare 
State

Many people think life without 
the welfare state would be chaos. Little 
do they know that people found 
innovative ways of supporting each 
other before the welfare state existed. 
One of the most important ways was the 
mutual-aid society. 

Mutual aid, also known as 
fraternalism, refers to social 
organizations that gathered dues and 
paid benefits to members facing 
hardship. According to David Beito in 
From Mutual Aid to the Welfare State, 
there was a "great stigma" attached to 
accepting government aid or private 
charity during the late 19th and early 
20th centuries. Mutual aid, on the other 
hand, did not carry a stigma. It was 
based on reciprocity: today's mutual-aid 
recipient could be tomorrow's donor, 
and vice versa. 

Mutual aid was particularly 
popular among the poor and the working 
class. For instance, in New York City in 
1909 40 percent of families earning less 
than $1,000 a year, little more than the 
"living wage," had members who were in 
mutual-aid societies. 

By the 1920s, at least one out 
of every three males was a member of a 
mutual-aid society. Members of 
societies carried over $9 billion worth of 
life insurance by 1920, and lodges 
dominated the field of health insurance. 
Numerous lodges offered 

unemployment benefits. 

Under lodge medicine, the 
price for healthcare was low. Members 
typically paid $2, about a day's wage, to 
have yearly access to a doctor's care 
(minor surgery was frequently included 
in this fee). Non-lodge members 
typically paid about $2 every doctor's 
visit during this time period. 

Low prices did not, however, 
necessarily translate to low quality. The 
Independent Order of Foresters, one of 
the largest mutual-aid societies, touted

that the mortality rate of its members 
was 6.66 per thousand, much lower 
than the 9.3 per thousand for the 
general population. 

Lodges had incentives to keep 
down costs. For instance, the Ladies 
Friends of Faith Benevolent Association, 
a black-female society, would pay 
members taken ill $2 a week if they saw 
the lodge doctor, and $3 if they didn't. A 
visiting committee also checked on the 
claimant to guard against false claims. 
Members who failed to visit the claimant 
were fined $1. 

Mutual-aid societies also 
enforced moral codes. In 1892, the 
Connecticut Bureau of Labor Statistics 
found that societies followed the 
"invariable rule" of denying benefits "for 
any sickness or other disability 
originating from intemperance, vicious 
or immoral conduct." 

Many mutual-aid societies 
founded their own hospitals and 
sanitariums. The Securities Benefit 
Association, or SBA, charged $21 for an 
11-day stay at their hospital in Kansas, 
while the average at 100 private 
hospitals was $72. At the SBA's 
sanitarium, the mortality rate was 4.5 
percent, while the historical average for 
sanitariums was 25 percent 

Mutual-aid societies founded 
71 orphanages between 1890 and 1922, 
almost all without government subsidy. 
Perhaps the largest was Mooseheart, 
founded by the Loyal Order of Moose in 
1913. Hundreds of children lived there 
at a time. It had a student newspaper, 
two debate teams, three theatrical 
organizations, and a small radio station. 

Of course, with so many 
services being supplied by mutual aid, 
many groups had reason to lobby 
government for its destruction. 

The first major blow occurred 
when the American Medical Association 
gained control of the licensing of 
medical schools. The AMA quickly rated 
many schools as "unacceptable." 
Consequentially, the number of medical 
schools in America dropped from 166 in 
1904 to 81 in 1918. The increased price 
of medical services made it impractical 
for many lodges to retain the services of 
a doctor. 

Then came the Mobile Law 
requiring mutual aid societies to improve 
their reserves. Societies had tended to 
keep low reserves in order to pay the 
maximum benefits possible to members. 
High reserves made it difficult for 
societies to undercut traditional 
insurance companies. The Mobile Law 
also required a doctor's examination for 
all lodge members and forbade all 
"speculative" enterprises such as the 
extension of credit to members. By 


1919, the Mobile Law had been enacted 
in 40 states. 

The requirement that members 
undergo a medical examination 
effectively barred mutual-aid societies 
from the growing group-insurance 
market. 

Group medical insurance also 
eventually became tax deductible, while 
private plans such as those purchased 
through a lodge did not. 

Fraternal hospitals also came 
under attack. Taborian Hospital in 
Mississippi was cited for "inadequate 
storage and bed space, failure to install 
doors that could swing in either 
direction, and excessive reliance on 
uncertified personnel." A state regulator 
said, "We are constantly told that you do 
not have funds to do these things [make 
improvements], yet if you are to operate 
a hospital, something has to be done to 
meet the Minimum Standards of 
Operation for Mississippi Hospitals." 

The Hill-Burton Hospital 
Construction Act of 1946 also hurt many 
fraternal hospitals. The act required that 
hospitals receiving federal funds use a 
portion for indigent care and that 
services be offered "without 
discrimination on account of race, creed, 
or color." Although this enabled many 
blacks to get free service at hospitals 
previously unavailable to them, it also 
cut into the membership base for black 
fraternal hospitals. Additionally, some 
hospitals, such as Taborian, received no 
funds, while their nearby competitors 
received millions 

Medicare also hastened the 
decline of fraternal hospitals. MIT 
economist Amy Finkelstein estimated 
that Medicare drove a 28 percent 
increase in hospital spending between 
1965 and 1970 by encouraging 
hospitals to adopt new medical 
technologies. Smaller hospitals, such as 
many fraternal hospitals, were not able 
adopt new technologies as quickly as 
larger hospitals and were driven out of 
the market. 

Some fraternal societies 
escaped the attack of the state by 
converting into traditional insurance 
corporations. Both Prudential and 
Metropolitan Life have their origins in 
fraternalism. Many societies, however, 
simply died off. 

Although millions of Americans 
still belong to fraternal societies such as 
the Masons or Oddfellows, the 
organizations no longer have the 
importance in society that they once did. 

The history of fraternalism 
serves as a reminder of the power of 
human cooperation in a free society.

The police state is the new 
normal

the N.Y. Times on June 21 the FBI 
raided a data center in Virginia and 
seized many of its servers, causing 
websites owned by "tens of clients" to 
go offline — including those belonging to 
people who were not suspected of any 
crime. 

It may seem silly to get upset 
about the police taking down websites 
you don't use. But we might want to 
recall Niemoller's words about the Nazis 
("First they came for the socialists, and I 
did not speak out, because I was not a 
socialist)," before we look at other ways 
that the police in America abuse their 
power. 

*A 72-year-old Texas woman named 
Kathryn Winkfein got tasered not too 
long ago after she lost her temper at the 
cop who pulled her over. Her offense? 
Shouting at him. She was awarded 
$40,000 in damages, which her County 
Constable, Richard McCain, complained 
was a reward for "bad behavior." 
Apparently putting 50,000 volts through 
the heart of someone's great-grandma is 
not bad behavior, as long as you wear a 
police uniform. Winkfein was lucky. In 
what Digby calls the "Taser Atrocity Of 
The Day" a Virginia man who took 
groceries without having paid for them 
was tasered continuously for 37 
seconds, after he became "aggressive 
and was communicating loudly." He died 
in the hospital. The police officer who 
killed him was suspended for five days. 
‘Recordings of government workers 
performing their duty are, by law, in the 
public domain. So if you think a police 
officer is going to do something 
untoward, try filming him so you have 
evidence. Right? Not so fast. Prepare to 
have your cellphone taken from you and 
stomped on. The Miami Beach, Fla., 
police in particular have a history of 
doing this, and they aren't alone. But the 
people who have their phones 
vandalized by the police are lucky; an 
Illinois man named Michael Allison faces 
up to 75 years in prison for trying to 
record a judge, and was arrested 
without any warning. Meanwhile, the 
Michigan State Police is taking people’s 
cellphones when they pull them over for 
traffic violations, and using "extraction" 
devices on the phones. The ACLU is 
trying to find out why they're doing that, 
but the police department placed a price 
tag of over $500,000 on their Freedom 
of Information request. How much 
justice can you afford? 

‘Want to feed homeless people free 
meals in the park? Prepare to be 




arrested. Or how about dancing in front 
of the Jefferson Memorial? Prepare to 
get tied up and beat up. Our country's 
police has a long history of suppressing 
nonviolent activists, and it hasn't 
stopped with the Civil Rights Era. 
Environmental activists like Tim 
DeChristopher are served 10-year 
prison sentences for civil disobedience, 
that harms no one but impedes oil 
companies' profits. Meanwhile, the FBI 
labels nonviolent activists as "domestic 
terrorists." 

The FBI recently granted more 
power to its roughly 14,000 agents to go 
through your trash and your data so 
expect things to only get worse.

Obama’s the target of Mexican 
gunrunning probe

Did the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives 
(ATF) operate a program that 
deliberately allowed some 3,500 guns 
bought in the U.S. to be "walked" 
across the Mexican border and into the 
hands of the Mexican drug cartels? At 
first, President Obama and Attorney 
General Eric Holder, ATF's boss, 
denied such a program existed. 

Four ATF agents who 
worked in the program, called 
Operation Fast and Furious, however, 
answered yes this week in testimony 
before the House Oversight 
Committee, chaired by Rep. Darrell 
Issa (R.-Calif.). 

Special Agent John Dodson 
testified that when he was assigned to 
the Phoenix office of ATF's Group VII, 
the designation of the Fast and Furious 
team, he found that ATF agents had 
been following 40 individuals who were 
known "straw purchasers" of guns for 
the cartels from federal government- 
licensed gun shops in the U.S. Gun 
shop owners who called the ATF to 
report suspicious buyers were told to 
complete the sales. 

In 2009, Obama, Homeland 
Security Chief Napolitano, Secretary of 
State Clinton and Sen. Feinstein had all 
charged that the violence in Mexico 
was caused by guns purchased too 
easily in the U.S. They called on 
Congress to act to tighten gun control 
laws. 

Obama claimed 90% of the 
weapons in the cartels' hands were 
purchased in the U.S.-sheer 
nonsense. Of the 100,000 or so guns 
recovered by the Mexicans at crime 
scenes at the time, 18,000 were found 
to be manufactured, sold or imported 
from the U.S. Of those, 7,900 came 
from federally licensed gun shops. Of 
those, up to 3,500 came from 
Operation Fast and Furious. 

Was Operation Fast and 
Furious an Obama program to create a 
self-fulfilling prophecy and accomplish 
a gun control objective? 

Over 10 months in 2009 
and 2010, Dodson testified that on an 
almost daily basis, he was ordered to 
take notes, record conversations, 
videotape gun purchases, make reports 
and track the movements of these 
straw buyers but nothing more. 




With everyone knowing the 
guns were headed for the Mexican 
drug cartels, Dodson and his fellow 
agents were ordered to not stop or 
arrest the suspects or impede the flow 
of weapons. 

When the agents objected, 
they were told to "get with the program" 
and that "higher-ups" including "senior 
ATF officials" had sanctioned the 
operation. 

In a Jan. 25, 2011, Phoenix 
press conference, Special Agent in 
Charge William Newell was asked 
whether ATF agents were ever ordered 
to allow guns to "walk" into Mexico. He 
answered, "Hell no!" 

Leaked e-mail traffic from 
2010 show that ATF management from 
Acting Director Kenneth Melson on 
down were personally briefed in 
Phoenix on Operation Fast and Furious 
by Newell. 

Melson later said Fast and 
Furious was really a sting operation 
"gone wrong." The agents had been 
ordered not to stop the little fish (the 
straw buyers) so that the guns could be 
traced to the big fish (the cartel 
bosses). 

This lame explanation 
ignored the fact that ATF agents were 
ordered to not follow the guns and that 
ATF had no jurisdiction to take down 
anyone in Mexico. In fact, no "sting" 
ever occurred, no arrests of cartel 
bosses ever happened. ATF made no 
effort to trace the guns after they 
crossed the border. 

One night last December 
Border Patrol Agent Brian Terry, armed 
with a bean bag gun, was killed by an 
AK-47 armed bandito in the Arizona 
desert. The serial numbers on two AK- 
47s found at the site of the shooting 
identified them as coming from one of 
the straw purchases that the ATF 
agents had been tracking but were 
ordered not to stop. 

After bloggers started 
talking about what they called Project 
Gunwalker, CBS reporter Sharyl 
Atkinson blew the story wide open. 
On-air interviews with the ATF agents 
made Gunwalker a big story on both 
sides of the border. 

At this point, Obama said 
neither he nor Holder had authorized 
the program, and vowed to "hold the 
responsible parties accountable." 
Holder ordered an internal 
investigation. 

Sen. Chuck Grassley (R.- 
lowa) repeatedly sent letters to Holder 
demanding information. In a February 
4, 2011, letter to Grassley, Justice 
Department Assistant Attorney General 
for Legislative Affairs Ron Weich 


described as "false" Grassley's 
assertion that ATF had knowingly 
allowed guns to be purchased and 
walked into Mexico. 

Weich, a former aide to 
Sen. Harry Reid, told Grassley that 
"ATF makes every effort to interdict 
weapons that have been purchased 
illegally, and prevent their 
transportation to Mexico." Challenged 
on the truth of this statement, the 
Justice Department says that because 
the straw buyers themselves did not 
cross the border but handed the 
weapons off to third parties, the 
statement was true. Huh? 

Following revelations of the 
Gunwalker program, the Justice 
Department indicted 20 of the straw 
buyers who were known to ATF before 
Fast and Furious began. Then Justice 
stonewalled answering any more letters 
from Grassley and refused to respond 
to Issa's committee subpoenas on the 
grounds that there was an ongoing 
criminal prosecution! 

Rahm Emanuel, when he 
was Obama's chief of staff, famously 
said that no crisis should ever go to 
waste if it could advance the agenda. 
Did Obama go Rahm one better, 
advancing the gun-control agenda by 
manufacturing a crisis caused by 
gunrunning into Mexico, where one of 
the gunrunners was the U.S.

Newark ex-top cop likens

children,” he said according to an 
WMAQ-Channel 5 story. 

McCarthy can be heard telling 
the congregation, “The NRA does not 
like me, and I’m OK with that.” 


McCarthy went on to say that 
in the debate about gun control, there 
has to be “a recognition of who’s paying 
the price for gun manufacturers being 
rich and living in gated communities.” 

McCarthy told parishioners an 
anecdote about a brutal night of killings 
in Newark, N.J., where he was 
previously head of the police 
department. McCarthy said that after he 
got home that night, he turned on the TV 
to relax, and tuned in to Sarah Palin’s 
Alaska. 

“She was caribou-hunting and 
talking about the right to bear arms,” 
McCarthy said. “Why wasn’t she at the 
crime scene with me?” 

In a statement Thursday, 
McCarthy said “strong gun laws against 
illegal firearms are critical in order to 
maintain public safety and private 
rights.” — www.suntimes.com June 24, 
2011

Public fool system 

Award-winning gains by Atlanta 
students were based on widespread 
cheating by teachers and principals, 
said Georgia Gov. Nathan Deal on 
Tuesday. His office released a report 
from the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation that names 178 teachers 
and principals - 82 of whom confessed 
- in what's likely the biggest cheating 
scandal in US history. 

The report on the Atlanta 
Public Schools indicates a "widespread" 
conspiracy by teachers, principals and 
administrators to fix answers on the 
Criterion-Referenced Competency Test 
(CRCT), punish whistle-blowers, and 
hide improprieties. 

Beverly Hall was named US 
Superintendent of the Year in 2009 
largely because of the reported gains - 
especially in inner-city schools. In her 
farewell address to teachers in June, 
Hall for the first time acknowledged 
wrongdoing in the district, but blamed 
other administrators. 




The Atlanta cheating scandal 
offers the first most comprehensive view 
yet into a growing number of teacher¬ 
cheating allegations across the US, 
reports of which reached a rate of two to 
three a week in June, says Robert 
Schaeffer, a spokesman for the National 
Center for Fair & Open Testing, which 
advocates against high-stakes testing. 

The 55,000-student Atlanta 
public school system rose in national 
prominence during the 2000s, as test 
scores steadily rose and the district 
received notice and funding from the 
Broad Foundation and the Gates 
Foundation. But behind that rise, the 
state found, were teachers and 
principals in 44 schools erasing and 
changing test answers. 

One of the most troubling 
aspects of the Atlanta cheating scandal, 
says the report, is that the district 
repeatedly refused to properly 
investigate or take responsibility for the 
cheating. 

Ten states now use test scores 
as the main criterion in teacher 
evaluations. Other states reward high- 
scoring teachers with up to $25,000 
bonuses. Even as the number of 
scandals grows, experts say it remains 
fairly easy for teachers and principals to 
get away with ethical lapses. 

Brian Jacob, director of the 
Center on Local, State and Urban Policy 
at the University of Michigan says, "In 
some sense, this is one of the least 
worrisome problems in public education, 
because it's fairly easy to fix. The more 
difficult and troubling behavior would be 
teaching to the test, which we think of as 
a lesser form of test manipulation, but 
which is much harder to detect, and 
could warp the education process in 
ways that we wouldn't like."

New Jersey Judges’ Salaries

A New Jersey Superior Court 
judge's salary is $165,000 per year. 

Why is this important? 
Because a lot of other people have 
their salaries pegged to the judge’s 


salary. For example, county sheriffs, 
county clerks, surrogates, and 
registrars of deeds and mortgages are 
all paid 65% of what a Superior Court 
judge is paid - or $107,250 per year. 
Administrative law judges are paid 80% 
-or $132,782. 

So, when you hear about a 
raise for Superior Court judges, you 
might think “That's a lot of money, but I 
guess its not too bad because its only 
for Superior Court judges.” (There are 
about 400 of them.) But No-o-o-o-o-o. 
All these other guys are in favor of the 
judges getting a raise because it means 
they get a raise too. 

You also have to look at all 
the other stuff he gets in addition to the 
salary. Fie and his family are covered 
by zero deductible, zero co-pay health 
insurance at no cost to him. He and his 
wife's cars have special gold shields on 
the license plates that every cop in the 
state knows means “don't pull over or 
ticket this car.” He gets treated like 
royalty. People call him “Your Honor.” 
He gets a reserved parking space at 
the courthouse, a special security 
detail, and law clerks, secretaries, 
sheriffs officers and other underlings (at 
no cost to him) to attend to his every 
whim. His pay comes in like clockwork - 
- $3,173.08 gross every week from the 
state trough. 

And, when he retires 
(mandatory at age 70), his pension will 
be 75% of his salary, and he gets to 
keep his health insurance and the gold 
seals on his license plates for the rest 
of his life. And after retirement, if he is 
bored, he can come back to the bench 
on “recall,” keep his pension, and get 
paid his regular salary for hearing 
cases. 

Judges are the most 
egotistical people in the world, and they 
actually come to believe they are worth 
this much money, so much so that it 
makes them jealous of people who 
earn more. In family court, if your 
income is more than the judge's, he will 
go out of his way to let you know that 
he is more important than you and that 
he has control over you by making you 
pay unreasonable spousal support and 
child support, continue paying the 
mortgage and utilities on a house you 


can't live in, pay your soon-to-be ex¬ 
spouse's lawyer, and maybe even 
freezing your assets making it 
impossible for you to support yourself. 

If, like most of us, you have 
just an average middle-class job, or if 
you once had an above average job 
but, because of the strife of your marital 
problems, you are now unemployed, 
the judge will not understand this at all. 
After all, he gets his $3,173 pay check 
every week; why can't you? He will 
impute unrealistic income to you, tell 
you to go out and get a second job, or 
to get a job at McDonald’s, even if that 
will make it impossible for you to see 
your kids and you still wouldn't be able 
to pay everything he wants you to pay. 
And if you are unable to pay, he can 
suspend your license or throw you in 
jail so you can't work, but let the 
payments keep on accruing. 

Believe it or not, in today's 
economy, there is actually a bill in the 
New Jersey legislature to give judges a 
raise! Assembly Concurrent Resolution 
148 would put New Jersey judges' 
salary on par with a U.S. District Court 
judge — $174,000 per year. 

Why should this be? Because 
the New Jersey legislature is full of 
lawyers who would like some day to be 
called “Your Honor,” and so are willing 
to vote for even more bloated salaries 
forjudges. 

Instead of even considering a 
raise for New Jersey judges, we should 
be lowering their salaries. Cutting their 
salaries at least in half would be a good 
starting point. They need to try to live 
on an average middle-class income so 
they know the problems we common 
people face. And make them pay for 
their own health insurance, and take 
away those gold seals on the license 
plates. Before they judge in family court 
cases, New Jersey family court judges 
need to experience how real families in 
New Jersey live. 

And don't give me any of this 
crap about judges' heavy case-load. If 
you cut their pay in half, you could hire 
50% more judges and it would still cost 
25% less than we are paying now.
